THE Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
Combined Authority has pledged to build 
40,000 affordable new homes over the next 
20 years. 

The announcement comes as six afford¬ 
able housing schemes in Cambridgeshire are 
set for a slice of a £4.56 million local govern¬ 
ment grant, part of the authority’s longer- 
term strategy to deliver more than 100,000 
new homes by 2037. 

The combined authority hopes the cash 
injection will accelerate the delivery of the 
housing plans. The board met on July 26 to 
agree the £4.56 million grant to 11 schemes 
for 253 affordable new homes in the region. 

Among those to benefit include East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, which is set to 
get funding for 26 new homes, and South 
Cambridgeshire District Council, which will 
be given funds for 48. 

All 11 schemes are expected to start on site 


Pledge to build 40,000 homes in region 


before the end of March, with some projects 
commencing before the end of this year. 

Combined authority mayor James Palmer 
said: “We believe that our approach to hous¬ 
ing in Cambridgeshire and Peterborough re¬ 
quires a short and long-term plan. 

“This allows us to tackle the problems we 
face at the moment, whilst planning for the 
future needs of our area. 

“The targets set for the Combined Author¬ 
ity are ambitious and will require working 
with partners both in the private and public 
sector to deliver this ambition.” 

The Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
Combined Authority also hosted an event 
with builders, developers and social hous¬ 
ing providers in the area to look into how the 
public and private sector can work together. 

The ‘Building for Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough’ housing summit took place at 
South Cambridgeshire Hall in Cambourne 


and included presentations by the National 
Housing Federation and the Homes and 
Communities Agency. Around 80 delegates 
contributed through a series of interactive 
workshops led by partners from the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterborough Housing Asso¬ 
ciation Group and The Housing and Finance 
Institute, amongst others. 

Leader of South Cambridgeshire District 
Council, Peter Topping, said: “We know that 
housing, together with skills and infrastruc¬ 
ture, are critical to maintaining growth and 
prosperity in the region. 

“Our strategy is to accelerate house 
building, that is a given, but also to build 
houses that are of good 

quality, in communi¬ 
ties where people 
want to live.

TWO schoolgirls falsely accused of shoplift¬ 
ing make-up have been celebrated by police 
for giving a voice to young people in their 
community. 

CCTV of the two friends from Ely was mis¬ 
takenly circulated as part of a police appeal 
in connection with stolen cosmetics last 
year. 

Now Cambridgeshire police have recog¬ 
nised the achievements of Francesca Gallelli 
and Molly Curtis as founding members of a 
Youth Consultation Panel, in a ceremony at 
the Forum in Ely. 

The group was set up last July in response 
to the incident, as a fully inclusive, equal op¬ 
portunities organisation which is intended 
to empower the young people of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire to hold their local police to ac¬ 
count for how decisions effect their commu¬ 
nity. 

Molly and Francesca were two of 11 young¬ 
sters who have sat on the panel since it was 
formed. Since that time they have helped 
build a strong relationship between the force 
and young people in the area. 

Sergeant Phil Priestly, who heads the 
group, said: “They became founding mem¬ 
bers of the group in July 2016 and have gone 
on to consistently attend most, if not all of 
the meetings subsequently. They are both 
very vocal and active participants. 

“I don’t think either of the girls par¬ 
ticularly wants to relive the expe- _ ^ 
rience - there was quite a tabloid jp* 
whirlwind around the situation at 
the time.” 

The girls received a formal apol¬ 
ogy from police after East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police distributed four 
CCTV images taken at Superdrug in 
Market Place, Ely, to the local me¬ 
dia in a bid to track down who was 
responsible for a theft of make-up 
from the store on April 4. 

Francesca and Molly’s images 
were among those sent out - but 
the pair were innocently shop¬ 
ping in the store at the time and 
were in no way related to the of¬ 
fence. 

The girls, who were both aged 
13 at the time, were devastated \ 
when they saw images of them- 
selves on local news websites - and 
on Facebook and Twitter.

Cambridgeshire policing district last year, 
Sgt Priestley said: “We made an honest mis¬ 
take that had deeply unfortunate circum¬ 
stances. 

“We always want to be clear and transpar¬ 
ent if we get things wrong, and we definitely 
want to ensure that people know that Franc¬ 
esca and Molly are good people and that this 
wasn’t their fault.” 

The force also said they would be revising 
district CCTV policies to prevent further mis¬ 
takes in the future. 

Sgt Priestley continued: “We want our 
school-aged communities to know that we 
value them in exactly the same way, and to 
exactly the same extent as we do with those 
who have left school and moved on to other 
things. 

“This is about creating an East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire that is not focused on what these 
young people represent to the future of the 
district - but what they need now and today.” 

The scheme has subsequently been a huge 
success, with youngsters working closely 
with Police Crime Commissioner Jason 
Ablewhite, who praised them as hugely im¬ 
portant in helping the force “understand the 
needs and concerns of young people and in 

making our communities safer.”

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DUKE OF EDINBURGH 



Prince 
bows out 
of royal 
duties 


THE Duke of Edinburgh’s final solo royal engage¬ 
ment took place last week at Buckingham Palace. 

As a former Royal Navy officer, Prince Philip’s 
last official event, after almost 70 years champi¬ 
oning his own causes and charities, fittingly fea¬ 
tured men from the Royal Marines. 

The duke was praised for his role as Captain 
General of the Royal Marines by a senior officer 
who described the 96-year-old as a “wonderful 
figurehead for all Royal Marines to look up to”. 

But the people of Cambridgeshire remember 
him for different reasons. 

As Chancellor of Cambridge University for 
more than three decades, he was a frequent visi¬ 
tor to the city. And he had visited Ely on several 
occasions, particularly the cathedral, over the 
decades with the Queen. Our archive pictures, 
above, show him chatting to schoolchildren in 


February 1979 and, top right, with the Queen 
outside Ely Cathedral in April 1987. 

In November 2009, the duke accompanied the 
Queen on a visit to Ely to celebrate the cathe¬ 
dral’s 900th anniversary. The Royal party arrived 
by train at Ely railway station and travelled by car 
to the cathedral. 

In his role as university chancellor, he was 
Matthew Moss, head of the Vice-Chancellor’s of¬ 
fice from 2004-14, said: “The Duke of Edinburgh 
was inexhaustible during the 35 years he served 
as Chancellor, and if anyone deserves a rest, it’s 
him. 

“He was patron of nearly 800 charities and 
good causes, but even so we would see him in 
Cambridge three or four times a year, and he 
would host the occasional event for the Univer¬ 
sity in Buckingham Palace or Windsor. He was 


elected Chancellor in 1976 and 
step down until 2011, when he was 90. 

“I have a lot of fond personal memories of 
Prince Philip’s Cambridge visits: his ability to 
change from business suit into black tie before 
you realised he’d left the room; his speech at an 
event to celebrate his 30th anniversary as Chan¬ 
cellor, when he confessed with some humility 
that the war had got in the way of any plans he 
might have had for higher education, so that 
when he did join the university system ‘circum¬ 
stances dictated that’ he joined ‘as it were, at the 
wrong end’ - as Chancellor rather than as an un¬ 
dergraduate. ‘just as when I joined the Army it 
was as a Field Marshal’. 

“Even well into his 80s he would dispatch his 
local police driver to the passenger seat and take 
the wheel himself.”

Parents’ fury after school® 
announces new uniform z

PARENTS are furious after a school 
introduced a new uniform policy 
that bans children from wearing leg¬ 
gings and skinny jeans. 

The changes made by Witchford 
Village College, which also mean 
parents will have to buy uniforms 
from the school shop, were outlined 
in a letter to parents at the start of 
the summer holidays. 

Responding to the move, which 
includes sanctions in the new term 
for pupils not dressed in the correct 
uniform, two mums have launched 
a petition saying they cannot afford 
to spend nearly £20 on the skirts and 
trousers. 

Chelle Pearce said the academy 
must “rethink its actions as not all 
parents can afford them”. 

She added: “Not all children like 
the same style of trousers. I think 
children should be able to feel com¬ 
fortable going in to school and not 
made to wear something just to suit 
their rules. 

“I totally agree with the kids look¬ 


ing smart and wearing sensible 
trousers. 

“But children will be punished for 
not wearing them [the school shop 
trousers] and I don’t think that’s fair. 

“It should have been brought to 
our attention and we should have 
been asked for a point of view before 
putting this in place.” 


Since the petition was launched, 
308 other parents have signed it, 
with the cost of the official uniform 
being a major sticking point. 

While some were equally upset 
the school uniform policy would 
cramp youngsters’ style. 

Elbe M said: “You expect kids to 
not be self-conscious, don’t give

them the saggiest trousers in the 
world. 

“Do you expect a kid to be com¬ 
fortable standing in front of a class 
knowing they don’t like how they 
look? 

“No! How is it fair making us wear 
these and if you don’t you get ‘pun¬ 


ished’? What if you can’t afford it and 
get put in isolation where you don’t 
learn anything?” 

Others slated the decision as be¬ 
ing impractical. 

Ria B said: “Since moving in 2013, 
this is the third change of uniform 
we have seen - their reason? 

“I had bought the uniform for af¬ 
ter the summer holidays BEFORE 
this change and do not have the 
money to spend literally twice the 
amount for trousers with a tiny logo. 

“I cannot afford this, we are a large 
family and also self-employed.” 

Another complained: “The near¬ 
est size available are three inches 
too long. To pay £16 and then to pay 
to have them adjusted to suit - and 
currently there’s none in stock!” 

Headteacher Chris Terry, who has 
been inundated with complaints 
from parents, told the News a new 
letter will be sent out. 

“I will be writing to parents with a 
letter about a proposal moving for¬ 
ward from here,” he said. 

“I hear the views of the parents 
and definitely take them on board. 
At the moment I am in discus¬ 
sion with colleagues about our re¬ 
sponse.”

Speeding on 
the busway 

I HAVE seen the report about 
speeding on the guided busway. 

On 22nd February 2016 I was on 
a guided bus which left the track 
near Trumpington, apparently due 
to excessive speed. I am surprised 
that incidents of this type are still 
occurring. 

On November 9 a Tramlink 


tram on the Croydon tramway was 
derailed on a bend, also due to 
excessive speed. There were fatalities. 

In the case of this accident, the Rail 
Accident Investigation Branch carried 
out an investigation. 

The point being that for tram 
systems a national body is responsible 
for accident investigations, but no 
such equivalent organisation covers 
the increasing number of busways in 
the UK. 

On a separate point, most of 
the Cambridge busway has an 
unprotected cycleway and footpath 
beside it. 

I assume that before the busway 
was built a risk assessment was 
carried out that showed, at the speed 
buses were expected to operate on 
the busway, no barrier was required 
to protect pedestrians and cyclists. 

If buses are travelling at higher 
speed this risk assessment will need 
to be reviewed. 

Remarks made concerning the 
comparative safety of the busway 
with that of the A14 are not relevant 
if there are real risks of an accident 
occurring.

Waterfront firms 
fear for the future 




THREE business owners on Ely’s 
waterfront fear for the future after 
the Environment Agency put their 
mooring leases up for sale. 

Hotel Water Nimf, boat hire firm 
Bridge Boat Yard, and century-old 
boat builders The Boat Yard, all say 
they may not be able to keep busi¬ 
ness afloat if rental prices are hiked. 

The plots are currently up for sale 
on an estate agent website with a 
guide price of £195,000, where they 
are described as “a rare opportunity 
to purchase three riverside moorings 
located in the Cathedral City of Ely.” 

Hotel barge owner Stuart Fowler 
says he feels he has been left in the 
dark and is worried his lease, which 
is due to expire at the end of the year, 
will not be renewed. 

He told the News : “Who knows 
what might happen? It’s closed bids. 
Some could be a landlord but at the 
same time they might not. 

“We would have to relocate to an¬ 
other place - we don’t want to. It’s 
aggravating but for the other compa¬ 
nies it could be terminal.” 

“There’s an insanity in what is hap¬ 
pening. They are looking for short

term gain but one business alone 
brings in more for the Exchequer in 
taxation.” 

The owner of The Boat Yard, a firm 
which has had a presence on the wa¬ 
terfront for 100 years building river 
barges, is also concerned and 
admits he is prepared to 
close. 

Boat builder Gareth 
Norman said: “The 
three businesses are 
concerned but frankly 
there is not anything 
we can do. The Envi¬ 
ronment Agency has a 
right to sell. 

“I need mooring spaces 
for customers. I am very con¬ 
cerned, but I’ve been through the 
very stressed part. If we don’t get lets, 
maybe I do just shut up shop. 

“The boat business is a very hard 
business and we are the last of a 
skilled lot. It’s sad.” 

Meanwhile the Enviroment Agen¬ 


cy contends it will take measures “to 
mitigate the immediate effect of the 
sale on the businesses” if they can¬ 
not afford to buy the plots. 

An Environment Agency spokes¬ 
man said: “The land is being sold as 
it is no longer required by die Envi¬ 
ronment Agency. Government rules 
state that all surplus land and prop¬ 
erty should be disposed of in a way 
that achieves the best value for 
the taxpayer. 

“We took independent 
advice and the recom¬ 
mendation was that 
sale by tender is the 
most fair and transpar¬ 
ent way to achieve this. 

“Since this land was 
first identified as being 
surplus in 2016 we have 
been in discussion with 
the business owners occupy¬ 
ing the land to keep them informed 
throughout this process. 

“All the business owners will have 
an opportunity to bid for all of the 
lots on offer.” 

The sale is expected to go through 
at the end of September.

Damaged Fen roads get £3.5m 
of special government funding 



A £3.5 million pot of cash 
is to be used to repair 
Cambridgeshire's crumbling 
Fen roads. 

The Department for 
Transport announced the 
funding for repairs to roads 
damaged by bad weather 
conditions. 

The scheme will see 
40 miles of cracked and 
drought-damaged Fen roads 
in the county undergo 
repairs. 

Cllr Mathew Shuter, the 
county council's chairman 
of the highways and 
community infrastructure 
committee, said: "We're 
really pleased our joint bid 
with Peterborough City 
Council for funding from the 
Department for Transport's 
(DfT) Challenge Fund has 
been successful. 

"We will receive 
£3.5 million towards a 
programme of work to 
repair roads that have been 
affected by extreme weather 
conditions across Fenland 


areas in Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough. 

"This funding will mean 
a long-term approach 
to maintenance of these 
roads, preventing the need 
for costly, reactive repairs 
and repeated disruption to 
drivers." 

Nineteen projects across 
the country will receive a 
share of £75 million for 


essential road maintenance. 

Transport Minister 
Jesse Norman said: "This 
investment will enable 
councils to repair roads 
and key infrastructure like 
bridges. 

"Most of the schemes 
will be delivered within the 
next 12 months, so many 
drivers will see an immediate 
impact."

Driver in fatal 
crash is jailed

THIS is the driver who 
caused the death of his front 
seat passenger on the A10 
and fled the scene. 

Mark Garrod, 44, of Newn- 
ham Street, Ely was sen¬ 
tenced to two years and 
three months behind bars at 
Cambridge Crown Court on 
Monday. He pleading guilty 
to causing death by driving 
without due care and atten¬ 
tion. 

Garrod was driving a red 
BMW 325ci at about 9.50pm 
along Branch Bank, Ely on 
lune 1 last year when he lost 
control and collided with a 
blue Ford Focus Ghia. 

He fled the scene and was 
later arrested after admitting 
himself to the emergency 
department at the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in King’s 
Lynn. 

His front seat passenger, 
lahmel Rashane Grant, 20, of 
Grove Road, Kent, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 
His rear passenger, a man in 
his 20s, sustained a fracture 
to his femur and a punctured 
lung. 

The driver of the Ford, a 
woman in her 30s, and her 
two children aged six and one, 
also suffered slight injuries. 

Forensic collision inves¬ 
tigator PC fames Thorne 



said: “Instead of stopping 
and waiting for the emer¬ 
gency services, Garrod left 
the scene, sparking a police 
operation. 

“I welcome the sentence 
passed and hope this serves 
as a stark warning to the pub¬ 


lic that if you are involved in 
a collision you must stop, 
and where injury or damage 
is caused, you must report it 
to the police.” 

Garrod was also disquali¬ 
fied from driving for four 
years.

County has highest rate 
of cycle thefts in country

CAMBRIDGESHIRE has the highest 
rate of bicycle thefts in the country 
new figures have revealed. 

Office for National Statistics data 
shows that there were 3,793 inci¬ 
dents of bike theft recorded by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police in 2016-17. 

This works out as one case of bike 
theft for every 222 people living in the 
area, the highest rate in England and 
Wales. 

Across the two countries there were 
almost 95,000 bike thefts recorded, or 
one crime for every 613 people. 

Cambridge is known as the cycling 
capital of the UK, with almost a third 
of working residents regularly com¬ 
muting on a bike. 

According to Cycling UK, in 
2014/15 more people cycled at least 
three times a week in the city than in 
any other local authority area. 

A spokesman for the Cambridge 
Cycling Campaign (Camcycle) said 
the organisation was “disappointed” 
to hear of the high cycle theft rate in 
Cambridgeshire. 

He said: “To an individual, the loss 


of a cycle can be devastating, espe¬ 
cially where it is their main form of 
transport. As such we welcome efforts 
to reduce the offence rate. 

“However, Cambridgeshire’s cy¬ 
clists should not be unduly con¬ 
cerned, as represented in these stats 
are higher-than-national-average 
rates of cycle ownership and cycle 
trips that provide thieves with greater 


opportunity to steal cycles.” 

Camcycle campaigns for high- 
quality secure cycle parking to be in¬ 
cluded with new developments and 
improved at existing locations to re¬ 
duce the opportunity for cycle theft. 

The organisation also produces 
educational material advising cyclists 
on best practice for securing their cy¬ 
cles. 


The spokesman added: “It’s also 
important that the police use the tools 
available to them, such as CCTV foot¬ 
age, to help secure convictions when 
bikes are stolen.” 

Despite rising bike theft figures, the 
Cambridgeshire region fares better 
when it comes to wider crime rates. 

Police recorded 58,000 crimes last 
year - one for every 15 residents, bet¬ 
ter than the one crime for every 13 
people average seen across England 
and Wales. 

The most common type of individ¬ 
ual crime recorded in Cambridgesh¬ 
ire is violence without injury. There 
were 9,000 incidents of this type last 
year, one for every 90 people. 

A spokeswoman for Cambridgesh¬ 
ire Police said: “We take incidents of 
bike crime extremely seriously and 
we work closely with other forces to 
combat cycle crime. 

“We would urge members of the 
public to ensure their bikes are se¬ 
cure and to use dedicated bike racks, 
which help to prevent theft.” 

Cyclists are recommended to use 
two decent D-locks, invest in a track¬ 
ing device and register their bike on¬ 
line.

Drop in number of 
road traffic officers 


THE number of dedicated traffic 
police in Cambridgeshire has fallen 
by more than a third in 10 years. 

In 2007, the county had 98 road 
traffic officers (RTOs), which fell to 
88 in 2012, but has now dropped to 
65. This represents a cut of 34 per 
cent in a decade. 

Nationally, numbers have fallen 
by nearly a third, according to the 
Press Association (PA). 

Experts have questioned how 
new laws, such as die ban on using 
mobiles while driving, can be en¬ 
forced with 30 per cent fewer offic¬ 
ers dedicated to policing roads. 

PA submitted a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request to all 45 territorial 
forces asking how many dedicated 
traffic officers they have compared 
with five and 10 years ago. 

The results reveal cuts have ac¬ 
celerated in the past five years, with 
numbers falling 24 per cent since 
2012, while overall the number is 
down 30 per cent since 2007. 

Ten years ago there were 3,766 
traffic officers in the forces which 
responded. In 2012 that fell to 3,472. 
By 2017 it had dropped to 2,643. 

A number of forces increased the 
number of traffic officers between

2007 and 2012 but, as budget cuts 
bit, these numbers were reduced 
between 2012 and 2017. 

The AA has said the decline could 
see more drivers getting away with 
crimes. A spokesman said: “We 
need more cops in cars, not fewer. 

“The UK has among the safest 
roads in Europe, although the num¬ 
ber of people killed and seriously 
injured on our roads has started to 
rise after many years of steady de¬ 
cline. Maybe there is a link?” 

He added: “Even senior officers 
have publicly expressed concern 
at the falling number of their col¬ 
leagues.” 

Responding to the figures, the 
Home Office said effective road 
policing is not just dependent on 
dedicated traffic officers, while the 
National Police Chiefs’ Council 
(NPCC) pointed out that all officers 
were able to help traffic specialists. 

In total, 30 forces released figures. 

Only five forces in the UK have 
seen an increase since 2007 in the 
number of RTOs. Hertfordshire was 


up 44 per cent, with 66 a decade ago 
and 95 this year. 

While Suffolk Constabulary didn’t 
have statistics for 2007, it has seen a 
rise, with 45 in 2012 and 77 in 2017. 

Labour’s shadow minister for 
policing and crime, Louise Haigh, 
a former special constable, said: 
“These savage cuts will deeply 
alarm the public as reckless drivers 
will feel able to offend with impu¬ 
nity.” 

She added: “There have been a 
number of new driving offences in 
the last few years, not least relating 
to phones and the new offence of 
causing serious injury by danger¬ 
ous driving. 

“The police don’t stand a cat in 
hell’s chance of pursuing and con¬ 
victing people under these offences 
with ever-constrained resources.” 

The Home Office said deploy¬ 
ment of resources was a matter for 
chief constables and crime com¬ 
missioners. A spokesman said: “The 
Government has protected overall 
police spending in real terms since 
the Spending Review 2015 and we 
will always ensure forces have the 
resources they need to do their vi¬ 
tally important work.”

But if you're 
new to cooking with 
crab, have no fear... 

"If you find it difficult 
to extract the crab meat 
from its shell, ask your 
fishmonger to do it for 
you,” writes Gennaro. 

INGREDIENTS: 

(Serves 4) 

2 large fresh crabs (ask your 
fishmonger to prepare for 
you and reserve the shells) 
175ml extra virgin olive oil 
12 fresh raw king prawns, 
shell on 

4 garlic cloves, sliced 
lengthways 
2 red chillies, sliced 
lengthways into strips 
2 handfuls of fresh parsley 
leaves

1 lemon, cut into quarters,

Slices of bread, to serve

METHOD: 

1. Heat the olive oil in a 
large frying pan, add 
the prawns and cook 
for one minute over a 
high heat.

KATE WHITING TALKS TO JAMIE 
OLIVER'S 'LONDON DAD' WHO HAS JUST 
REPUBLISHED HIS AUTOBIOGRAPHICAL 
COOKBOOK, GENNARO'S PASSIONE 


W OULD you like to 
taste some pasta?” 
Just two minutes after 
meeting Gennaro 
Contaldo at one of 
the London branches of Jamie's 
Italian, he's already being the 
perfect host. 

As it's lunchtime, and yes, I am 
quite hungry, I gratefully accept, 
and he quickly dispatches a 
waiter with instructions to ask 
chef Valentino for "one pasta 
special of the day” adding in that 
famous Italian lilt: "Ees for 
Gennaro” 

The bubbly 68-year-old is 
universally loved by all the chefs 
he trains at Jamie's Italian 
restaurants around the globe, 
and most of all by his protege, 
Jamie himself, who calls 
Gennaro his 'London dad! The 
feeling is mutual. 

"Oh my God, does Jamie do 
more than me, he goes round 
and round and round. He's 
always in touch. At the end of the 
day, we are cooks, more than 
anything else. We love cooking.” 

It's this passion for cooking 
and good food that Gennaro 
extols in his cookbook Passione 
("kind of my biography”), named 
after the restaurant he ran in 
London in the early Noughties. 

First published in 2003 - "that 
book put me on the map” - it's 
now been lovingly updated with 
stories and photos from Gen- 
naro's childhood growing up on 
Italy's Amalfi Coast. 

"I realised how beautiful it was 
when I left it. After two, maybe 
three years, I went back and 
when I reached my village 
[Minori], everything was ever so 
small and it was strange,” says 
the chef, who first left home for 
England as a young man of 20. 


"I didn't realise it was me that 
had grown up by being sur¬ 
rounded by London. You live in a 
place where the mountains are 
your back garden, the sea is your 
swimming pool, the village is 
your playground, then you come 
to London and everything - wow! 

"I missed so much the sea, the 
smell of the herb. Sometimes, I 
used to have a day off and go 
back to the sea, maybe South- 
end. I always wanted to put my 
hands inside, I knew the sea 
would touch the shore of my 
hometown.” 

In the books, he calls it a 
"free-range” childhood. The 
family had no fridge, so every¬ 
thing had to be fresh and they ate 
with the seasons. His father, a 
linen merchant, brought animals 
home he'd been given as 
payment by local farmers and 
did most of the cooking, while 
his mother sent him out to 


collect herbs from the moun¬ 
tains, which sparked a lifelong 
love of foraging. 

"Imagine, come 12 o'clock, you 
go home through the small 
alleyways and all the balconies 
are open and you can hear the 
crockery and you can smell 
everything and you can pin¬ 
point... fresh pasta with beans, 
grilled fish, cooked meat... 
Nothing came from far away, 
everything in season.” 

The pasta special arrives - 
squid-like calamarata with a 
pesto of roasted red peppers, 
garlic and chilli ("spice prolongs 
life”), with buffalo ricotta - and 
it's the best thing I've ever tasted. 

"It's kind of al dente, but it's a 
little bit chewy because it's fresh. 
Al dente means you chew longer, 
so you taste it and digest it better. 
You want to keep that flavour in 
your mouth longer, it's like a 
glass of wine, it's smooth.” 


When he first arrived in 
London, Gennaro worked as a 
kitchen porter for a hospital, to 
get a permit, and eventually 
ended up at his good friend 
Antonio Carluccio's Neal Street 
Restaurant, where he met and 
mentored Jamie Oliver, before 
branching out on his own and 
opening Passione. 

He left the restaurant three 
years before it closed in 2009, a 
victim of the recession, to 
collaborate with Jamie on the 
Jamie's Italian chain. 

"He is [like a son], he's got 
exactly the same love, and cares 
and respects food and people. 

"I look up to him. My God, he 
can do it. And we film quite a lot, 
me and Jamie, we film a new 
programme which will come out 
next year.” 

He has five of his own children, 
two with his current partner, and 
three from his previous marriage, 
and he's not about to hang up his 
apron anytime soon. 

"This is what's keeping me 
alive,” he says earnestly. "I have 
days when I think I’m too tired, 
but the minute I walk inside the 
kitchen, I feel 25.1 believe 
another person like me is Jamie, 
he's running around... to give lots 
of love to the world. 

"And for me to come in the 
restaurant, and have a picture 
together with a young boy who's 
been waiting months to see you, 
you give them such love and joy 
and you show them how to do 
something, you transfer a little 
tiny gene to him and he will find 
the same love and passion.”

I WAS so happy the other day 
when I converted a pal from pinot 
grigio to another white wine. 
Happy is an understatement; it is 
one of my life's missions to widen 
the horizons of pinot grigio 
drinkers who find themselves 
stuck in a comfort zone. 

The victorious wine was from 
Slovenia and is one of two new 
wines released by puklavecand- 
friends.com who are based in 
the Podravje region of the 
country. My “winning" wine 
was puklavec & friends 
Furmint 2015 (RRP £9.99, 
but £7.99 from August 9 to 
September 5, Waitrose, 13.5% 
abv) and its sister wine is 
puklavec & friends Sauvi- 
gnon Blanc / Pinot Grigio 
2016 (RRP £8.79, and £6.59 
across the same dates,

Waitrose, 12.5% abv). 

I love that the front of both 
wines emphasise that the grapes 
were handpicked - the furmint 
on September 28 and October 2. 

Call me a geek, but that puts 
me right in the hills of 
Jeruzalem in eastern Slovenia 
when people would have been 
scurrying around on the 
vineyard terraces. Ah, but 
enough of the poetic reflec¬ 
tion, what of the wine. It was a 
little shy releasing its aromas, 
but a couple of good swirls 
revealed floral notes, lemon, 


melon and a touch of lychee; the 
flavours much the same with a 
nice acidity. 

The aromas of the sauvignon 
blanc and pinot grigio blend (yes, 
my pal liked that too) are zesty, 
with huddles of elderflower and a 
dabble with tropical fruit. In the 
mouth the citrus pings and it has 
a decent, mouth-watering length. 

Also in my glass... last Friday it 
was absolutely pouring down. I 
thought heck, where has the 
summer gone? I wanted to 
remember sunshine, cloudless 
skies and breezes willowing with 
aromas of roses and blossom. 

Then I remembered The Society's 
Exhibition English Sparkling 
Wine NV (£21,12% abv) and I 
thought if the summer won't come 
to me, I'll remember it in a glass of 


sparkling wine from the sunny 
fields of Sussex. This wine is 
created for The Wine Society 
(thewinesociety.com) by 
Ridgeview which uses the 
classic champagne grapes 
chardonnay, pinot noir and 
pinot meunier and the 
traditional sparkling win¬ 
emaking method as followed 
by champagne makers. This 
wine has scrunchy green 
apples on the nose... but 
what's this... after a while it 
opens up into squishy ripe 
red apples, all encased in a 
buttery biscuit base. 

■ I ran a wine tasting last 
night and my red wine was 

Ring Bolt Cabernet Sauvignon 
2014 (RRP £12.99,14.5% abv). It 
was awarded this year's Interna¬ 


tional Wine Challenge Great Value 
Red Under £15 and the IWC Great 
Value Champion Red. I hunted for 

_ this Australian wine in my local 

Tesco and found it on the top 
shelf, minding its own business, 
with no indication of the top 
awards it has picked up. 

My little gathering loved it 
and some of them are off to 
buy it pretty quickly so you've 
been warned. The wine hails 
from the Margaret River region 
and had fresh overtures of 
plums and cherries, with layers 
of mocha and chocolate from 
oak aging, together with 
velvety tannins. I hid a glass 
for when my work was done. 
What a treat.

(Serves 2-4) 

2 baby chickens (poussins), 
boned (ask your butcher to do 
this for you) 

6tbsp olive oil 

Salt and freshly ground black 
pepper 

For the filling: 

2 garlic cloves, peeled 
2tbsp capers 
Itsp sea salt 

2tsp extra virgin olive oil 
Needles from 2 sprigs of fresh 
rosemary 

A handful of chopped fresh pars¬ 
ley

METHOD: 

1. First make the filling by 
placing all the ingredients 
in a mortar and pounding 
them with a pestle until 
you obtain a pulp. 


2. Open up each baby 
chicken like a butterfly and 
place skin-side down on a 
chopping board. Spread 
the filling evenly over the 
flesh side, then fold the 
poussin back over and 
secure the opening with 
wooden toothpicks, 
weaving them in and out. 
Season all over with salt 
and pepper. Heat the olive 
oil in a large frying pan, 
add the chickens, then 
reduce the heat slightly 
and cook until golden 
brown on all sides. Cover 
the pan and cook gently for 
about 20 minutes, until the 
chickens are cooked 
through. 

3. Meanwhile, make the 
sauce. Place the garlic and 
rosemary in a mortar and 
pound with a pestle. Add 
the wine, vinegar, sugar 
and capers, and mix well. 

4. Turn up the heat under 
the chickens, add the sauce 
and simmer until reduced 
by half, stirring all the time. 
Arrange on a plate and 
pour over the sauce. Serve 
immediately, scattered 
with parsley, if wished. 




DINNER parties are out, 
supper with friends is in - 
and you can't go wrong with 
this light summer dish. 

INGREDIENTS: 

(Serves 4) 

300g fresh broad beans (shelled 
weight) 

300g cherry tomatoes, quartered

2 garlic cloves, finely chopped 

20 fresh basil leaves, plus a few 

extra to garnish 

1/2 red chilli, finely chopped 

(optional) 

300g spaghetti 

lOOg mild goat's cheese, diced 
salt and freshly ground black 
pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Blanch the broad beans in 
a large saucepan of lightly 
salted boiling water for one 
minute, drain, rinse in cold 
water and drain again. Slip 
the skins off the broad beans 
and set aside. 

2. Put the tomatoes, olive oil, 
garlic, basil, chilli (if using) 
and some salt and pepper in 
a large bowl and mix well. 


Then stir in the broad beans 
and leave to marinate while 
you cook the pasta. 

3. Bring a large pan of lightly 
salted water to the boil and 
cook the spaghetti until al 
dente.

Mix well and serve 
immediately, sprinkling 
some freshly ground black 
pepper, a drizzle of olive oil 
and a few basil leaves on top 
of each portion.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


U Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used.

Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move.

Legacy of a princess 


W HEN the news broke in 
the early hours of 
Sunday, August 31, 

1997, that Princess 
Diana had died in a car 
crash in Paris, her biographer 
Andrew Morton quickly returned 
home from the Edinburgh festival. 

"I dashed to the airport and flew 
down to London that morning. And 
I will always remember a French 
man gave me a piece of paper, 
because he recognised who I was. 

"It said, 1 want to apologise on 
behalf of all the French people! 
Because at the time, everybody 
thought the French paparazzi had 
killed her,” says Andrew, whose 
explosive book, Diana: Her True 
Story, was first published in 1992. 

At his office, he found around 
"132 faxes and voicemails. It was 
just overwhelming” 

If the interview requests were 
overwhelming, the outpouring of 
grief from the public was 
unprecedented, as bouquet upon 
bouquet of flowers - an estimated 
60 million stems - were laid outside 
London's royal palaces. 

Without Andrew's book, and the 
hours of secret, candid interviews 
Diana gave for it, the world perhaps 
would never have known the real 
princess before she died. 

"I don't think they would have 
responded to her death in the same 
way if they didn't have more of a 
sense of the kind of person she 
was," says former tabloid royal 
reporter Andrew, 63, who splits his 
time between homes in London 
and Pasadena, California. 

"Did she regret (the book)? No. 
She told Lord Puttnam, 'It's going 
to be a bombshell, but I've no 
regrets! She saw no other way out.” 

It seems strange, 25 years on, to 
remember a time when we didn't 
know about Diana's struggles with 
bulimia, exacerbated by the affair 
between Prince Charles and 
Camilla Parker Bowles, and her 
suicide attempts, including 
throwing herself downstairs while 
pregnant, during 'the dark ages' of 
her early days in the royal family. 

But when Andrew first listened to 
her revelations in a London cafe, 
on tapes recorded by their mutual 
friend Dr James Colthurst, he felt as 
though he was "entering 
an alternate universe” 

"I'd been following 
the Royal Family for 
10 years. I'd never 
heard of bulimia 
nervosa, I thought it 
was a flower or 
something. This 
woman called 
Camilla, never heard of her. 

"It was astonishing and a curious 
contrast - as you're listening to 
Diana spilling out her heart, all 
these people around me were just 
eating their bacon and eggs. 

"I remember going back home... 
you're soon enveloped by the 
paranoia, so I stood well back from 
the underground platform. 

"It was like being admitted into a

secret world.” 

A decade after her 1981 wedding 
to Charles, Diana was desperate to 
escape and writing essentially her 
own autobiography, through the 
mouthpiece of Andrew, was what 
she saw as her only way out. 

"She felt the way she was defined 
didn't bear any relationship to the 
life that she was trying to 
lead, or to the person 
that she was,” he says 
now. 

"She felt that by 
speaking over the 
heads of the mass 
media, to what she 
saw as her people, 
she could regain her 
voice. I don't think it was especially 
thought-through. There was kind of 
a recklessness about it. She didn't 
know me particularly well, she'd 
met me on royal tours now and 
again. But it wasn't like she was my 
best friend or anything.” 

Dr Colthurst became the 
go-between, visiting Kensington 
Palace with a list of questions from 
Andrew (nicknamed Noah - 


Notable Author And Historian - by 
Diana), which he asked the 
princess over the course of six 
interviews in the summer of 1991. 

What resulted was an 
extraordinary transcript, which 
made the basis of Andrew's book, 
first published in the months after 
Diana's death in a revised edition of 
Diana: Her True Story - In Her 
Own Words, and republished in full 
this year, thanks to advances in 
technology allowing parts of her 
testimony to be heard again. 

But when the original book was 
first published in 1992 (then just 
called Diana - Her True Story) 
everything she had said - including 
that Charles had a 'secret 
friendship' with another woman; 
on the advice of a libel lawyer - was 
attributed to friends to give the 
princess deniability. 

It meant that Andrew came 
under fire and the book became 
Britain's most banned of the 1990s. 

It would take another interview 
in 1995 - with Martin Bashir for the 
BBC's Panorama, in which she 
famously admitted: "There were 


three of us in this marriage" - for 
the Queen to write to Charles and 
Diana, after consulting the Prime 
Minister and Archbishop of 
Canterbury, to request they 
divorce. Finally Diana was free. 

In the years between the book 
and her death, Andrew saw Diana 
blossom: "She was moving 
forwards, she'd sold her dresses at 
auction, she'd raised money for 
Aids charities, she'd done that tour 
to Angola (to visit a minefield) with 
the Red Cross, and Bosnia. 

"She looked sleek and in control 
of herself. That's what the book did 
- it gave her some control of a life 
that had been out of control for a 
long time. You could really see this 
emergence of quite a sophisticated, 
glamorous, thoughtful 
humanitarian on the world stage. 

"I said, 'You no longer want to be 
the Princess of Wales, you want to 
be the Princess for the world! and 
she liked that, she used that phrase 
a lot." 

All that potential was cut short in 
August 1997, when a drunk Henri 
Paul, deputy head of security at the 
Ritz in Paris, got behind the wheel 
of a Mercedes to take Diana and 
her boyfriend Dodi A1 Fayed, son of 
Harrods owner Mohamed, back to 
his apartment - and lost control of 
the car in Pont de l'Alma tunnel. 

"She would be alive today if she'd 
been wearing a seat belt, she would 
have ended up with some broken 
ribs,” says Andrew simply. 

As to her legacy, the writer says 
Diana has changed the royal 
family: "It's a lot more inclusive. 
You can see that with the living 
legacy of William and Harry, and 
the fact they take on quite difficult 
issues like mental health. 

"They're admitting themselves 
that they've had difficulties coming 
to terms with the death of their 
mother. People always think, 'Oh, a 
stiff upper lip! but there's a 
trembling lower lip. So it's alright to 
grieve, it's alright to feel upset, it's 
alright to feel depressed.” 

Andrew believes Diana, would 
have been proud of how William 
has helped the Duchess of 
Cambridge settle in to her new role. 

"She would have been thrilled 
that William was in a proper family, 
that was supportive, loving, 
ambitious, and that Kate has taken 
to the job pretty well and without 
too many missteps. And she would 
have been really proud of the way 
that William has steadied and 
supported her during what must be 
tense moments. 

"To go from somebody who is not 
photographed to somebody who 
is... it's like theatre. 

"The job of a royal watcher was 
always to try and define the royal 
actors with the grease paint off. 
Prince William always makes it 
clear that he is an actor on stage for 
a while, then he goes off.”

I T'S 7am, the temperature is just 
over 30°C degrees and the pale 
blue sky doesn't have a single 
cloud to deface it. 

Yet this is day five of our 
seven-day holiday in Llafranc, an 
hour's drive from Girona, and every 
day has been just as hot. 

My preconceived ideas of "Green 
Spain" from a wet week spent there 
25 years ago, when it rained almost 
every day have been unreservedly 
despatched. 

I knew the region was lovely, with 
vast areas of woodland and 
unspoiled coastal paths, but they 
call it green Spain for a reason. 

All that vegetation needs a lot of 
rain to keep it alive. 

But, 25 years on, I regret not 
coming back here sooner. 

This is the Costa Brava, and while 
there are cheap and cheerful parts 
of this costa, our home for the week 
in Llafranc is a complete opposite to

the high-rise resorts further south 
where thousands of Brits first cut 
their teeth on Spanish holidays in 
the early sixties. 

Llafranc and its sister coastal 
towns of Tamariu and Calella de 
Palafrugell (not to be confused with 
the more commercialised Calella 
near Barcelona) are low-key, 
upmarket resorts which remind me 
of refined coastal towns in the South 
of France. 

Forget high-rise multi-storey in 
this region, Madrid keeps a tight 
rein on what's built here. 

If you're looking for superb 
beaches, crystal-clear water, 
myriad excellent small 
restaurants and tasteful boutiques 
but an absence of discos and neon, 
this could be for you. 

It is, without doubt, one of the 
prettiest, most unspoiled parts of 
Spain I have come across. 

Llafranc itself is a small town with 
a beautiful white sandy beach, just a 
handful of shops and restaurants 
and a lot of second homes owned by 
the wealthy of Barcelona just two 
hours drive away. 

A pathway along a spectacularly 
beautiful rugged coastline links it to 
the small resort and fishing village 
of Calella, just a 15 minute stroll 
away, where picturesque narrow 
streets show off a variety of small 
eateries and pretty shops. 

Stay on the Cami de Ronda 
coastal path and you will cross 
numerous other small coves with 
just a few holidaymakers on the 
sand and between, children playing 
in the rock pools. 

Don't expect to find too many 
Brits here, it's an area the Spanish 
like to keep to themselves. 

Avoid late July and August and 
you will find Llafranc, Calella and 
Tamariu is Spain as it used to be, 
before mass tourism. You can amble 
along uncrowded promenades at all 


three and not hear any English 
spoken. 

There are bars and restaurants but 
usually they are small family affairs 
which have been there for years. 

The Hotel Llafranc, for example, 
right on the sea front, is a family 
business which started back in 1953 
as a bar. 

Now with 32 rooms, it has a 
history of catering for the stars of the 
silver screen as well as the great and 
good from the worlds of sport and 
the arts. 

Take a look at the walls at the rear 
of the restaurant - it's run by Carles 
Bisbe, the son of one of the three 
brothers who started the business - 
and you'll find photographs of those 
who have passed through its doors. 

There's Elizabeth Taylor, Sophia 
Loren, Kirk Douglas and Seve 
Ballesteros to name but a few. Other 
visitors have included Yul Brynner 
and Rock Hudson and over the bar 
there's a huge picture of Carles' 
uncle with Salvador Dali, a regular 
guest in his day. 

Our home for the week, however, 
was a property of a very different 
kind - and a rare find because of its 
proximity to the town and beach. 

The Villa La Sardana is a gem 
because it's just 140 metres from the 
nearest restaurant, 250 metres from 
the beach and three minutes’ walk 
from Llafranc town. 

While villas are often isolated, this 
one is in the perfect spot, offering 
peace and tranquillity while just a 
few steps from the town centre and 
a gentle walk from the picturesque 
harbour. 

It means that on occasions you 
can forget the car and stroll to the 
town, the bars and the restaurants 
so that if you want wine with dinner 
everyone can imbibe. 

With five bedrooms and four 
bathrooms it's a villa which sleeps 
10 - eight in the main house and 



two in a cosy little annexe just a few 
steps away - and has so many 
seating areas both indoors and 
outdoors that members of even 
large parties can find privacy when 
they want to. 

Best of all, it has one of the largest 
swimming pools I have seen at any 
villa, measuring more than 15 
metres long by four metres wide. 
There are Roman steps into the 
water for easy access and a variation 
in depth so it's suitable for children 
and adults. 

Warm and inviting with elegant 
Spanish decor, it also boasts large 
gardens - with a brick-built covered 
barbecue, of course - to stroll 
around when the sun gets too hot. 
There’s even free wi-fi to keep the 
teenagers happy. 

Away from Llafranc there are bays 
and villages galore to explore. Even 
though we were on the edge of the 
town we decided to hire a car after a 
Jet2 flight into Girona Airport to give 
us chance to see the best of the 
region. 

It's best to check out the car hire 
prices carefully because there can 
be a sting in the tail if you want fully 
comprehensive insurance. You can 
book a car for a bargain £25 per 
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week, but when you arrive at the 
airport the full insurance can cost 
you around £250. 

After a lot of checking we opted 
for Sixt, a well-established com¬ 
pany whose website tells you 
upfront exactly what you pay for the 
hire, as well as how much the full 
insurance is - in our case just 12 
euros per day. 

The company's base is just 200 
yards from the airport arrivals hall 
and when we collected our car they 
even programmed in our villa 
destination to ensure we didn't get 
lost. 

The flexibility of having a car gave 


us chance to visit some of the 
spectacular medieval inland 
villages of this region, like Pals and 
Peratallada. 

And while most of the ancient 
buildings in both can only be 
admired from the outside, it's 
fascinating to walk around the 
narrow shaded streets, some of 
which have deep ruts cut in the 
stone surface by generations of 
carts passing over them. 

During a week’s holiday we only 
scratched the surface of what's in 
this area. One thing is for sure. It 
won't be another 25 years before 
we are back.

P OTHOLE-RELATED 

breakdowns soared by almost 
a third between April and June 
compared with the same period last 
year, new figures show - and the 
lack of cash to fill them in means 
that the situation is only likely to get 
worse, according to the RAC. 

Some 3,565 owners of vehicles 
with broken suspension springs, 
damaged shock absorbers or 
distorted wheels - issues largely 
attributable to poor road surfaces 
- called the RAC in the second 
quarter of the year. 

This is compared with just 2,725 
over the same period in 2016. 

The firm's pothole index, based 
on a 12-month rolling average of 
breakdown numbers, indicates 
that road quality is getting worse 
after five successive quarters of 
improvement. 

RAC chief engineer David Bizley 
warned the figures demonstrate 
how a spell of extreme weather 
could result in road surfaces 
dramatically deteriorating even 
further. 

He said: "After a period of steady 
improvement, it is disappointing 
to see an unwelcome rise in 


the number of pothole-related 
breakdowns. 

"The most worrying aspect, 
however, is the fact that this year's 
weather has been so much milder 
and drier than in the equivalent 
six months last year and, for this 
reason, we should have expected 
the numbers for the second quarter 
to be lower. 

"We fear it would only take a 
spell of very cold or wet weather 
for the improvements of the last 
year or two to evaporate and 
for the nation to find itself in a 
situation when we would once 
again be seeking emergency 
funding from Government to 
address the worst affected roads." 


The annual road maintenance 
survey of the Ashphalt Industry 
Alliance found that local authorities 
in England and Wales need over 
£12 billion of funding to bring the 
road network up to scratch. 

This is several times more than 
councils' entire annual revenue 
spending on highways and 
transport, which was £4.4 billion in 
England last year. 

Martin Tett, the Local 
Government Association's transport 
spokesman, said: "Handing 
councils just two pence per litre 
from existing fuel duty to spend 
fixing our local roads would lead to 
an investment of £1 billion a year 
into vital repairs and maintenance."

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Top tips on buying a decent used car with confidence 


WHETHER you're a first time car 
buyer or just in the need for a 
new ride, buying a used vehicle 
needs skill, luck - and nerve. 

This week's tips offer advice 
on buying a used car from 1AM 
RoadSmart's head of technical 
policy and advice, Tim Shallcross. 

■ Check the 'log book' (V5) 
against the number (VIN) on the 
car. If the V5 is not present, do 
not purchase the car. 

■ The V5 does not prove 
ownership, so check the person 
selling it is the actually owner - 
ask for a receipt or contract from 
the dealer. 

■ Do your research. Check the 


mileage and MOT history at gov. 
uk/topic/mot/get-check-mot. 

■ Blown turbochargers, 
snapped timing chains, smoking 
engines - all these and more can 
result from delaying an oil change 
or using the wrong oil. Ask for the 
service history and take time to 
look through it. If a service is due 
negotiate on the price, but if the 
history's missing, walk away. 

■ Dashboard lights are 
important. Check all the systems 
such as ABS and stability control. 
Make sure they all light up when 
you turn on the ignition and go 
out after a few seconds or when 
you start the engine. Check the 


handbook if you're not sure 
you've seen them all. 

■ After starting the engine, 
listen carefully for the first few 
seconds - any knocks or rattles 
are bad signs. Grey exhaust 
smoke is a sign of a worn engine 
- check it after your test drive 
when the engine is hot. 

■ As well as checking the 
suspension by listening for rattles 
or clunks over rough roads, try 
stopping at different rates - 
gently and rapidly. The engine 
should never stall as the car stops 
and the revs shouldn't drop very 
low and then pick up to the right 
idle speed. 


■ Reject a car if you have any 
concerns. Cars are too often an 
emotional rather than a rational 
choice. If in doubt, sleep on 
it and make a decision in the 
morning. 

Tim said: "Getting a new car, 
whether it's brand new or new to 
you, is an exciting time. It's also 
an expensive time, so the last 
thing you want is to pick a bad 
model. 

"Do your preparation before 
you go so you know what 
you're looking for. If you're not 
confident, take a friend, get it 
checked at a garage, or ultimately 
walk away."
